AMERICAN YEARLINGS SOLD IN ENGLAND IN 1912 



Fewer American-bred thoroughbred yearlings were exported to England for sale by auction in 1912 than 
in 1911 and prices obtained were not so satisfactory. In 1911 W. O’B. Macdonough received a top price of 
$&,750 and an average of $2,215 for the five yearlings he sent over, while this year his top price was $1,300 
and his average for twelve yearlings sold was $350. Quite probably his yeariings would have sold for bet- 
ter prices in this country with tbe additional profit of saving the expense of transportation to England, the 
same attaching to the Oxnard yearlings, which have never brought good prices in England. The more lm- 
l<orrant and extensive consignment sent over by J. B. Haggin brought fairly good prices, the progeny of 
Watercress in particular finding favor. Tbe yearlings sold, buyers and prices were the following:

— The public had 
about an even break with the layers at the Juarez 
track today, when tbe card was accounted for by 
three favorites, two outsiders and a second choice. 
The fourth race, a handicap at seven furlongs, 
brought together a fair field. Melton Street, the 
winner, was the only horse in tbe race that did 
not suffer from interference. Jockey Loftus rode 
him perfectly. He waited patiently with him until 
well down the homestretch, then sent him after the 
leaders and Melton Street won in a drive from 
Ixrweeu, which had suffered considerably from Inter- 
ference. 

Charlie Bowman, a former horse owner and book- 
maker, is a reeent arrival. He will remain bare 
during the entire meeting. 

Shorty Xorthcut was claimed ont of the sixth race 
yesterday by E. Belmont, the owner of Royal River, 
fur $525 and was re-sold this morning at an ad- 
vance to 1>. Ford. 

Joseph Blume, of New York, who is ooe of the 
biggest operators in tbe sport at the present time, 
arrived yesterday and intends to ltegin operations 
in the ring shortly. 

J. J. Flannigan of Louisville. Ky.. formerly trainer 
for Col. W. E. Applegate, a new arrival, says that 
there is as tine a lot of yearlings quartered at 
Churchill Downs and Douglas Park as has been in 
training there for many years. Several of them have 
worked quarters in better than :2:t and two in J. W. 
Schorr’s stable have gone the distance in :22%,. 

Harry McIntyre, former pitcher for the Chicago 
Cubs, arrived from Chicago this morning. This is 
his third season as a regular visitor here. 

Balcliff was bid up from *300 to $500 and sold to 
X. Vail after winning the third nefe. 

M. Shannon will make tbe engagements for Jockey 
Loftus in future. 

J. 'J. Murray came from Dallas, Tex., with six 

horses. 

A. W. Hoots was an arrival today with three 
horses from Tulsa, Okla. 

J. W. Leitenberger, of Detroit, who is an ardent 
admirer of tbe thoroughbred, is making his first 
visit to Juarez. 
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was truly a facer to liis host of liackers. Wag- 
siaff carried 1 its pounds, Columbus llti. Election 
119. Dalmatian 115 and Atari -olico. with 126 pounds 
was tlie topweight of the sixteen starters, the dis- 
taiu-e lieiug one and oue-hulf miles. 

Though one or two horses were slightly fractious, 
there was no extended delay at the post, but when 
the harrier was released Dalmatian dwelt and lost 
several lengths. MacSberry (amongst tlie inside 
division i cut out the work from Lavolt (third from 
i tie railsi. Mareolica (lying next 1. and Major Synmns 
(towards the outside), and then followed Direction. 
Bolide II., Itaihiea amt Columbus, with Papavero 
leading the remainder, of which Fort and Dalmatian 
were the last pair. When at the end of a half 
mile tbe field was lost to view in the dense atmos- 
phere I -a voir had headed MacSberry. with Rath- 
lea drawing up third just iu advance of Papavero, 
with Major Symons next, followed by Fort. Wag- 
staff and Columbus, the rear still being brought up 
by Dalmatian. On t airly reaching the straight,

2:40%. anil the net value to 
tlie winner was $0,025.
